of Oahu, requiring 
them 
to show 
their authority or warrant for assum- 
ing the 
functions 
prescribed 
for 
su- 
pervisors of counties 
In 
the 
County 
JVct. 
It Is Intended that the summons shall 
te served on each supervisor this morn- 
ing, returnable before Circuit Judco D 
Bolt this afternoon. 
The purpose 
Is to 
.get a pro forma decision 
from Judre 
De Bolt and take an appeal therefro.n 
to the Supreme Court, then endeavor to 
iiave the matter heard by the appellate 
tribunal 
as 
soon 
as 
possible 
after 
Christmas. 
The quo warranto proceedings having 
been decided upon, the executive 
com- 
mittee of the Bar Association 
request- 
ed 
hq AHomey 
General Jo write to 
Messrs. 
Matthewman 
and Hemenwny 
to act for the Territory, and General 
Hartwell for the County In the matter. 
.Attorney 
General Andrews 
will not ap- 
pear personally, 
but his name 
will be 
used as relutor for the Territory in the 
writ. 
As the writ Is to run,

in by the Cincin- 
nati 
than 
almost 
any 
other 
vessel 
in 
the American navy. 
The Cincinnati also 
has 
the 
honor 
to have 
been 
the first 
American warship to arrive 
in the har- 
bor of the 
city of St. Pierre, 
Martinique, 
four 
days after the 
erup- 
tion of the volcano La Soufricre in May, 


1902, which destrojed the lives of 31,000 
people in almost the twinkling of an ejc. 
The Cincinnati 
is further distinguish- 
ed at the present time by having aboard 
as officers two men whose names became 
famous during 
the 
Spanish-America- 
n 
war, both in Cuban and Philippine 
wat- 
ers.. 
These arc 
er 
Jas. 
C. Gilhuore, 
the executive 
officer, 
who 
was a prisoner 
for eight months among 
the Filipinos, 
and 
er 
Mason, the Cincinnati's 
present popular 
commander, 
who, as executive 
officer of 
the cruiser 
Brooklyn, 
Admiral 
Schley's 
flagship at the battle of Santiago, 
gave 
the command, "Clear 
Ship for Action I" 
Another 
record 
which 
is a source of 
common pride on the Cincinnati 
is that 
made on the recent cruise of the cruiser 
souadron 
from Yokohama to Honolulu. 
Due to the excellent and efficient 
service 
of the engineer force of the warship, the 
Cincinnati consumed 
less coal than 
any 
other vessel in the squadron, 
her daily 
consumption 
being 
an 
average 
of 
31-1- 
tons which is several tons less than 
ilia 
of one other vessel. 
The Cincinnati 
is one of the warships 
authorized 
in 
1888 
destined 
to become 
one of the vessels of the famous "White 
Squadron". 
The vessel was launched, 
in 


1893 at New York. 
Since then she has 
been entirely 
remodelled 
and 
is now a 
modern 
ship of war 
in every 
respect. 
Even the furnishings 
have been entirely 
renewed, these being composed through- 
out of steel and there is practically noth- 
ing aboard that can burn. 
In the cabins 
and staterooms, 
where 
usually 
wooden 
furniture 
is to 
be 
found, 
the desks, 
wardrobe cabinets and other furnishings 
are of thin steel, painted to appear like 
wood. 
Despite her age 
for warships are old 
nowadays when they pass their eleventh 
or twelfth birthday 
the Cincinnati does 
not necessarily 
hawc 
to follow in 
the 
wake of any vessel of the 
fleet, 
for at 
her last speed trial 
she made about 
21 
knots per hour, and she has the honot 
oL having 
won 
the 
ocean 
race 
when 
attached to Admiral 
Higginson's 
Atlan- 
tic squadron. 
Like many other 
of the 
"new 
navy" 
vessels 
built 
a dozen 
or 
more years ago, the Cincinnati 
has been 
completely 
overhauled 
and 
remodelled 
and today stands as a fine type of the 
American 
warship, 
ready 
to light 
any- 
thing of and over her size. 
During 
the Spanish War the 
Cincin- 
nati participated 
in tiie Cuban and Porto 
Kican blockade and although not getting 
into 
any engagements, 
assisted 
largely 
in guarding 
the coast lines. 
In 
December, 
loot,

Cincinnati 
went into commission as a training 
ship 
for foremen 
in the West 
Indies.

of the first duties assigned to

Perhaps 
the most remarkable 
episode 
in the history of the Cincinnati was her 
connection 
with the terrible eruption at 
St. Pierre. 
When the eruption of Mont 
Pclce took 
place 
the 
warship 
was 
at San Domingo. 
Orders 
were given 
to proceed at once to the scene of 
the 
disaster, 
the vessel arriving 
in the har- 
bor 
of 
St. 
Pierre 
four 
days 
later.

Gillmorc, who

says

impossible to describe tne norror 01 tue 
situation. 
Long before they reached St. 
I 
Pierre the sky was overcast and it

Manila Bay, when Dewey forever 
clos- 
ed the annals of the kingdom of Spain 


In the Far East, and she fired the first 
and Inst 
shot 
in that 
famous 
fight. 
The 
Raleigh 
Is a sister ship 
of the 
cruiser Cincinnati, 
but she was bullf 
at Norfolk, Va 
under the direction 
of 
the government, 
while the Cincinnati 
was built at the New York navy yard, 
also 
In government 
shops. 
The 
Rnl-el- 
has had not the varied history of 
her sister vessel, but she participated 
In one of the most momentous 
naval 
victories 
recorded 
In 
the 
annals 
of 
American 
naval engagements, 
that of 
Manila Bay, May 1, 
1S9S. 
On board the Raleigh much pride Is 
taken 
In 
everything 
that appertains 
to accomplishments 
In signaling. 
One 
of the features 
of life on that 
well 
drilled vessel Is the recitation 
by each 
member 
of the crew, of the semaphore 
alphabet at evening iiuuiters. 
This 
H 
accomplished 
at any time to the note 
of 
the 
bugle 
which 
means 
the 
pro- 
nouncing 
the name by a sailor, at the 
same time while making a correspond- 
ing display 
with hjs arms, 
the object 
being 
to acquire 
thoiough 
famlllaiity 
with the nlphubet. 
Being a Msler shlp'of the Cincinnati, 
the Italelgh 
went Into commission 
In 


1S33, 
and had the usual 
experience 
of 
all vessels of the navy at that time 
wultlng 
for the outbreak 
of n war to 
determine 
her fighting 
qualities. 
She 
had little to do up to the time of the 
outbreak of the Spanish 
wrar. 
In the 
winter and spring of lS'JS she was 
at- 
tached to the command 
of Commodore 
Dewey on the Asiatic station, 
the Phil- 
ippines being then little thought 
of. 
Then 
came 
the order 
to Dewey 
to 
break 
up the Spanish' fleet In the Tar 
East. 
Ills squadron 
proceeded quietly 
to Manila 
Bay. 
The Italelgh 
was the 
third vessel 
In the line. 
During 
the 
night they passed the battel ies of 
Island, 
which 
lies almost 
In 
the center of the entrance to the broad 
and 
expansive 
bay of Manila. 
.JVHh 
no lights displayed 
the vessels passed 
the sentry ot the city of Manila 
and 
the naval depot of Cavite, arousing the 
Spaniards 
only nt the 
last 
moment. 
The squadron 
steamed 
Into the bay at 
some distance 
from Cnvlte, and 
then, 
' making 
a 
circle, 
steamed 
close 
In 
toward 
the station 
of Cavite 
before 
which the vessels of Spain were lying. 
The first shot of this memorable 
bat- 
tle which sent a thrill of patriotism 
throughout the United 
States is said 
to have been fired by the Raleigh. 
She 
trained her 
five-Inc- h 
guns on the 
flag- 
ship 
Relna 
Christina 
and 
llred 
them 
often. 
The glasses of her officers were 
centered 
on the 
flagship 
and 
It Is said that when one of the shots 
of the Italelgh 
struck 
the 
vessel 
a 
number of sailors, us well as her com- 
mander, 
were 
swept 
overboard. 
A 
shot from 
the Spanish 
ships 
pierced 
one of theboats 
of the Raleigh, and a 
little later, another boat waa struck, 
but no one was 
Wiled 
or 
hurt1. 
One 
of the boats 
was pierced early In the 
engagement 
and 
another 
was 
shut- 
tered. 
Later, the famous command 
of 
Dewey to brenkfast, 
was received, und 
the officers and crew settled 
down to 
the ordinary routine 
of looking after 
the needs of the 
Inner 
man, for the 
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time 
being. 
Following 
the breakfast 
the squadron 
sailed 
Into the Spanish 
squadron 
nnd 
finished 
it 
completely. 
The last shot at the enemy carried 
a 
Italelgh 
compliment. 
Captain 
Rodman, 
commander 
of the 
U. 
S. S. Iroquois, station ship of the 
Honolulu 
Naval 
Stntlon, 
was watch 
officer on 
board 
the 
Raleigh 
nt 
the 
battle of Manila Bay, and took a prom- 
inent part In the training of the guns 
on the Spanish 
warships. 
Captain 
Coghlun, 
now a Rear 
Ad- 
miral, 
was 
In command 
of the 
Ral- 
eigh nt tills battle. 
She was the first 
of Admlrlil 
Dewey's 
squadron 
to 
re- 
turn to the United 
States. 
The vessel 
returned 
via the 
Suez Canal and the 
Sea. 
On her way home 
she 
was 
feted 
In 
nil of 
the 
foreign 
ports 
en 
route, 
particularly 
by 
the 
English 
garrisons. 
The Raleigh 
was 
looked 
upon as an 
embodiment 
of 
modern American 
naval 
Ideas, 
and 
was given every 
honor 
possible.

G. Crabbc, 
about the only 
"old 
time" 
horsemen 
left, 
for some 
of the facts contained 
In this paper. 
Though 
It 
Is far from 
being complete, still the writer has en- 
deavored 
to make It interesting. 
One of the first stallions, 
of 
whose 
breeding 
' anything 
definite 
Is known 
nnd 
who was Veil known 
throughout 
the group, as a sire of some of the fin- 
est saddle nnd cattle horses of his day, 
was 
"Oregon," 
(thoroughbred) 
son 
of 
"Dlomed," 
imported 
from 
Oregon 
In 
1813, by the late 
Thomas-Cummin- 
s 
nnd 
"Young" 
John 
Meek, oldest 
son 
of 
Cnpt. Meek. 
They had him at the "Big Tree," 
e, 
Ewa, Oahu. 
At the death of John 
Meek, Jr., 
"Oregon" 
passed 
Into 
tho 
hands of Cnpt. 
Meek, 
and was turned 
out with a ilock 
of 
mares at LIhue 
where 
he 
sired 
some 
line 
hijises. 
Thomas 
Cummins 
had 
"Oregon!' 
at 
Walmanalo, 
Oahu, for a time, nnd his 
blood was probably 
the foundation 
and 
making of that ranch, once famous 
for 
good saddle 
horses. 
I remember 
ns n 
boy, when 
good, 
honest 
horse 
racing 
took place 
In Honolulu 
on the Plains, 
near the spot where 
the former

While on n trip to Cnllfornla the late 
"Harry" Turton of Lnhnlna

Perry would ever wager 
on his horse, 
though he generally 
won, was n water- 
melon and a bottle of soda water. 
Un- 
fortunately owing to poor management 
nnd his being uncertnln as a foal 
get- 
ter, "Waterford" had but a very few 
colts. 
He died at Parker Ranch, 
Ha- 
waii, a few years ago. 
One of the best stallions Imported 
to 
this" country 
was "Governor 
Stanfoid" 
(thoroughbred),

course, many of the wealthiest 
families there went over to 
Ha- 
waii from these United States, or owe their origin to an American 
investor or fortune seeker. 
In consequence there is much natural 
prejudice in favor of American products and manufactured 
goods, 
so that this country, and especially this State, will always 
find a 
ready market in the islands for flour, poultry, eggs, canned goods, 
preserves, 
crude oil, deciduous fruits, potatoes and vegetables 
of 
all kinds, grain, barley and alfalfa hay, fine groceries, lumber, stone 
cement, brick, plumbers' supplies, California wines and beers, etc. 
Another large market offered this State is found in the demands 
of passenger steamers for the finest table supplies that can be 
se- 
cured here. ' The traveling 
public in this age must be served in 


Waldorf-Astori- a 
style, 
even 
when 
in 
mid-ocea- 
n. 
Thus, docs 
ex- 
pansion serve the alert Califomian, and thus is the balance of trade 
always in our favor. 
Among 
the prominent 
Californians 
in the Hawaiian 
Islands 
who support homes in this State also are Alexander Young and J. 
A! Buck. 
Mr. Youtitr is a Scotchman bv birth, but unlike his noted 


country-fello- 
Carnegie, he is well satisfied to live always tinder 
the Stars and Stripes. 
He says that there is no scenery in Scotland 
that can compare for beauty and magnificence with thcsccncry of 
California and Hawaii. 
In thought and deed Mr. Young ever con- 
nects the State of California and the Hawaiian Islands. 
His 
hotel in Honolulu 
is built of sandstone, with bases 
of granite, 
all of which was brought over to the islands from the 
quarries near Colusa in this State. 
And, to keep the balance, as it 
were, when 
he built his palatial 
home at Vernon Heights, 
near 
Oakland, 
he brought 
over rare trees and plants 
from his island 
home. 
Mr. Young is a gentleman 
of liberal education and genial 
nature, andMias done a great work ,111 Hawaii in erecting a buildirfg 
which is one of the finest hotel buildings in the world, and in aiding 
in numerous 
other 
public improvements. 
The 
vast and elegant 
caravansary 
of over 
four hundred 
rooms, named the Alexander 
Young Hotel, is tinder the mauagementvpf II. W. Lake, known to 
all travelers 
in' California through 
his connection, 
in past years, 
with the Arlington 
Hotel in Santa Barbara, and as chief clerk in 
the old Baldwin Hotel in San Francisco. 
Col. George W. Macfarlane, another 
well known Califomian, 
and a 
widely-travele- 
d 
capitalist, 
is the manager 
of the Royal Ha 
waiian Hotel. 
Col. Macfarlane is a dignified, 
courteous gentleman, 
who extends an especially warm welcome to all Californians. 
In 
a setting of spreading vistas of tropical gardening! the Royal Ha- 
waiian Hotel is a most pleasing sight to the traveler. 
No visitor to the "Paradise 
of the Pacific" leaves Honolulu 
without a visit to Waikiki Beach, where he will linger a while at the 
beautiful Moana Hotel. 
This hotel faces Diamond Head, with its 
setting of azure sea ; to the right and left arc groves of pineapples 
and bananas, and stretching 
Back of the hotel arc cocoauut groves 
and rice fields. 
The owner of Moana Hotel is W. C. Peacock, an 
Englishman 
by birth, but a naturalized 
American citizen. 
He is 
a wealthy sugar merchant, 
a traveler 
and a bon vivanf, all 
com- 
bining to make him one of the most popular of hosts. 
J. A. Buck, above1 referred to, is president or director in most 
of the sugar companies of the islands. 
His California home 
is, at 
San 'Rafael, where Mr. Buck and his family may be found part of 
the year, when not spending 
a season in Honolulu. 
Mr. 
Buck's 
interests arc not all in sugar. 
He is one of the owners of a line of 
freight steamers from this coast to the Hawaiian Islands, and he is 
interested 
in California 
petroleum, 
a large quantity 
)f which 
is 
carried to the islands by his steamers. 
It would be difficult to select a prominent 
man in Honolulu 
who could prove an alibi when accused of a business alliance with 
California. 
There 
is Benjamin 
F. Dillingham, head of the Oahu 
(Honolulu 
is situated 
on the island of Oahu) 
Railway and Land 
Company. 
The supplies 
for this road all come 
from 
this Coast. -- 
Mr. Dillingham has numerous business and social acquaintances 
in 
California, as a matter of course. 
In this commercial age one begins with the business men who 
build the material part of a country, but in such a land as the 
Hawaiian 
group where prose warms 
into poetry, where the real 
becomes' the ideal, the writers and artists 
do a large share of the 
work of upbuilding. 
Nearly 
all the painters and literary 
people 
who have been fortunate enough to visit the islands have had their 
appreciation quickened on California soil. 
Every one knows of the 
love borne by Robert Louis Stevenson for California and the 
Ha- 
waiian Islands, but few perhaps know how our own Mark Twain 
had so severe a wrench given to his early love of California that 
his eloquent pen added to Hawaii's undying fame, thus: 
"No alien land in all the world has any deep, strong charm for 
nic but that one; no other land could so longingly and so beseech- 
ingly haunt 
me, sleeping and waking, through 
more than half a 
lifetime, as that one has done. 
Other things leave me, but it abides; 
other things change, but it remains the same. 
For me its balmy 
airs are always blowing, its summer seas flashing in the sun; the 
pulsing of its surf beat is in my car ; I can sec its garlanded crags, 
its leaping cascades, its plumy palms drowsing by the shore ; its 
re- 
mote summits floating like islands above the cloud rack; I can hear 
the plash of its brooks ; in my nostrils still lives the breath of flowers 
that perished twenty years ago." 
And that these lines might as appropriately apply to California 
but strengthens 
our relations with Hawaiians 
as in some 
subtle 
way one more warmly loves a kinsman, who possesses the more 
happy of the family traits.

combing 
reprobate 
of a generation 
or 
less 
ago, 
Is a difference 
which 
does 
honor 
to the system 
under 
which the 
men 
of the new navy have 
been 
re- 
cruited 
and trained. 
In earlier days 
the 
most 
of Uncle 
Sam's 
seamen 
were taken from 
the 
rough old merchant 
marine, often that 
of some other country

ENGLAND'S 
ASIATIC PERIL 
Great Britain Is strangely supine 
In 
the matter 
of the 
Russian 
conquest 


of Manchuria 
and Korea. 
Though 
committed 
on the northern border of 
India 
to 
the 
doctrine 
of the 
buffer 
State, 
she, does not seem tot realize the 
value 
to .her Indian 
' possessions 
of' 
maintaining 
In 
China 
a Territorial 
status quo which will keep Russia from 
advancing to the regions 
held by the 
latter's 
French allies 
on the Eastern 
borders of India. 
For the greater part 
of India, China is the real buffer State; 
and It Is becoming plain that Russia 
means 
to dominate 
the whole of that 
empire and that her ultimate aim may 
be to rule all Asia, from 
the Arctic 
ocean 
to Colombo and from Behrlng 
Strait to the Red Sea and the Mediter- 
ranean. 
In achieving such 
a. 
conquest 
the 
ownership 
of China would prove to bo 
a factor of enormous value. 
One must 
never forget, 
In summing 
up the gains 
to Russia, the potential 
military might 
of the Chinese people. 
Lord Wolseley 
has more than 
once pointed 
out the 
"somber 
strength" 
of China; 
the cer- 
tainty that the 
yellow 
race, 
when 
properly 
drilled 
and 
disciplined, 
will 
furnish 
multitudes 
of 
Incomparable 
soldiers, 
obedient, 
fatalistic, 
putting 
small 
value upon 
life nnd 
physically 
virile and tireless. 
Owning China, the 
Czar 
could 
organize 
a million 
of Its 
young 
men into an army as warlike 
ns that which 
was led by Genghis 
or 
Kubl.il 
In the old days of Mongol glory; 
nnd If he should send that army Into 
India under the pretext of freeing its 
people from the British yoke,

NEW 
LANGUAGE 
OF 
DIPLOMACY. 


Significance of the Adoption of English by The Hague Tribunal 
One result of the Venezuelan blockade by England, 
Germany 
and Italy, undreamed of at the time, is the adoption of the English 
language by The Hague court of. arbitration 
for use in the hearing 
of disputes. 
To the man in the street this may seem of slight 
im- 
portance, for he has not come 
in contact with the jealous opposi- 
tion of the Continent, and especially of France, to the use of any 
other language than French in diplomatic negotiations or in 
inter-ternation- al 
arbitrations. 
But when he is aware of the intrigues 
car- 
ried on and the determined efforts made to have French used 
ex- 
clusively or at least as the dominant tongue in the Venezuelan 
pro- 
ceedings he will understand 
how bitter was the struggle and how 
important was the question. 
It is not going too far to say that the reason of the delay in 
the organization 
of the court may be traced to vthe desire of some 
of the interested Powers to prevent the supremacy of the English. 
The selection of the president of the court is even said to have been 
due in part to the belief that he would advocate the employment of 
French. 
Pressure was applied to the Venezuelan Minister in Paris 
to induce liim to advise the court that his Government approved 
the use of French. 
When M. Muraircy, the Minister of Justice 
of 
Russia and president 
of tire court, went to Paris he made an 
ex- 
planation 
in regard to the attitude 
of thecourt with regard to the 
language question. 
The first step, in behalf of the use of English was made by 
Herbert W. Bowcn, Minister to Venezuela when, as the envoy of 
President 
Castro's Government, 
he negotiated 
terms of peace with 
the allies. 
By Article IV. of the protocol signed last May, it was 
providedi that "the proceedings 
shall be conducted 
in the English 
language, but the arguments 
may, with the permission of the 
tri- 
bunal, be made in any other language also. 
When the protocol with France was signed, M. Jusserand, 
the 
French Ambassador in Washington, inserted a clause designed to but 
the French language on an equality, with the English. 
The delay in 
the organization 
of the tiibuual 
is well known. 
France approved 
of the selection of M. Muraircv, as did the other Powers, for the 
Russian Minister is an exceptionally learned man and a well known 
advocate of arbitration. 
But France believed him also a,nrm sup- 
porter of her tongue, though it is well known that M. Murairev 
speaks good English. 
v 
The tribunal was finally organized and to the dismay of the 
Amei ican counsel, a report reached them that the tribunal had de- 
termined to inlc that French should be the official language of the 
cotiit. 
Mr. 
Bowcn 
said to the court: 
"If the tribunal 
decide 
against the plain stipulation 
of the protocols the United States 
can- 
not be expected again to appeal to it, for the provisions 
of the 
disputes to be determined might not be observed." 
News of the letter of the Venezuelan Minister to France saying 
his Government 
approved the use of French, also filed with the 
court, reached the ears of Mr. Bowcn. 
When the tribunal reassem- 
bled after he had obtained this information 
he read a cablegram 
from President 
Castro saying that the Minister had acted without 
authority 
and that 
Mr. 
Bowcn was the representative 
of Vene- 
zuela before the court. 
The tribunal reiiicd for a short period, and on its return the 


Secretary-Gener- 
al 
read the following explanation 
to its decision: 
"The tribunal 
in answer to the request which has been made 
declares, in accordance with Article IV. of the protocol of the 7th 
of May, 1903, that the English language is recognized as the 
offi- 
cial language of the proceedings, but in accordance with the exact 
meaning of the said article arguments 
may be presentee) 
in another 
language only with the permission of the tribunal 
; that the tribunal, 
by the decision just pronounced, has admitted, within the limits 
in- 
dicated bv this decision, 
the French language as subsidiary, 
since 
it is familiar to the members of the tribunal and to the majority of 
tile representatives 
of the parties." 
Both Judge Penfield, the Solicitor of State, who made an 
ex- 
cellent impression at The Hague, and Mr. Bowcn were highly grati- 
fied by this decision. 
Mf. Bowen said that it was a victory of high 
importance 
to the English 
speaking 
people, 
for it established 
a 
precedent which would be observed undoubtedly 
in future arbitra- 
tions.

ranch, Oahu, has produced 
a number 
of stylish 
saddle and carriage horses. 
All of his colts are well proportioned. 
"The 
Mallard" 
by 
"Fellowcharm" 
out of "The 
Teal" by "Hlndor," 
was 
fonlcd In 
1891, and Imported 
In 
1893 by 
Kapnpala ranch. 
In 
Blze 
he 
Is 
16.1 
hands, and In color a bay. 
His colts 
are good cattle and saddle 
horses. 
The writer has before 
him a list of 
over 
sixty 
Imported 
Btalllons, 
stand- 
ard, thoroughbred, 
Arabian, 
Cleave-lnn-d 
Bays, draft and Mustang, 
and It 
Is far from complete. 
In looking down 
the list I find tho blood of such world 
famous 
horses as "Longfellow," 
"Lex- 
ington," 
"Leamington," "Great Tom," 
"Norfork," 
"Wilkes," 
"Almont,' 
"Joe 
Hooker," 
"Wildldle," 
running through 
the veins 
of these 
stallions, 
and this 
question nrlses in my mind; To what Is 
due the lack of good horses 
In these 
Islands? 
It is certnlnly not for the 
wont of good blood. 
In the opinion of 
the writer. It Is a lack of good Judg- 
ment 
In breeding and 
good 
brood 
mares. 
There Is no 
question 
In my 
mind 
but that 
had the 
stallions 
of 
"early days" and the present day, for 
that matter, had proper care and ad 
vantages, the Islands would have been 
stocked with a fine lot of 
brood-mare- 
s, 
nnd today 
Instead of Importing, 
would 
have been exporting. 
The custom 
of 
turning out an Imported 
stallion, 
who 
from 
birth has been 
well cared 
for, 
stabled nnd fed, with a lot of mares on 
Inferior 
pasture, 
nnd 
expect 
him 
to 
produce 
good hardy colts In tho wri- 
ter's 
opinion 
Is all wrong. 
I know 
of ranches In these Islands, where 
the 
stallion 
Is turned out winter and sum- 
mer, and never taken In when the feed 
Is short, 
and the owners 
expect 
this 
stallion 
to 'get first class colts. 
If a 
stallion 
can be turned out where 
feed 
Is good, 
from January 
to December, 
well nnd good, but there are not mnny 
ranches where this can be done. 
Feed 
your stallion, 
have your mares in good 
condition 
always, 
and 
you 
will 
get 
good results. 
A fact that strikes the writer very 
forcibly, 
Is that the best of our 
sad- 
dle horses and "cow ponies'' 
have the 
thoroughbred blood In their veins, 
be- 
ing 
quick 
on their feet, 
a 
quality 
lacking 
in standard bred. 
I don't be-- 
Hove 
we can 
Infuse better blood Into 
our range .horses 
than thoroughbred, 
and I think most 
of you will 
agree 
with me in this. 
In selecting 
a thor- 
oughbred 
stallion 
with 
nn 
Idea 
of 
breeding horses, one should 
bo careful, 
to select an nnlmnl who has descended 
from long distance horses. 
Unfortu- 
nately all over the United States they 
nre breeding sprinters and It Is hardly 
ever 
even a four mile race 
Is heard 
of now. 
Don't buy a stnlllon Just because he 
Is, cheap, or you will regret It, but It 
you 
find 
a 
stnlllon 
who 
Is "right," 
buy 
him even 
if you have 
to pay a 
long price. 
Good things 
come high. 
Seeing most of the ranches allow their 
colts to run until they nre 3 or 
4 yenrs 
old, 
before 
handling. 
It Is well to 
se- 
lect 
a stnlllon 
of good 
disposition. 
A great mistake 
made. 
Is that 
of 
nllowlng colts to run with their dams, 
after they nre yenrllngs. 
This 
Is a 
dangerous""prnctlce 
ns n risk Is run, 
In 
having the colts cover their dams. The 
writer has seen 
this 
time 
nnd 
time 
ngaln. 
It may Interest you to know that a 
numbe 
of tho fast ones 
(pacers 
and 
trotters) 
of early days, 
took passage 
to horse 
heaven 
from 
these 
Islands. 
"Defiance" 
(pacer) 
Imported 
by "Bill" 
Levi, 
"George 
Trent," 
Imported 
by 
Sam 
Graham, 
"Fisherman," 
and 
"Butcher Boy," by S. C. Bowley "Rag- 
picker" 
by John 
McKeague, 
"Iv.an-ho- e" 
nnd "Joe Dake" by Porter. 
. There 
Is no doubt but that the 
cli- 
mate of our Islands will do a great 
deal 
for 
cripples, 
for of 
tho 
above 
named 
horses, 
not one of them 
was 
able to go n fast half, without retiring 
to the hospital 
for a week or so, when 
they first arrived, but In a short space 
of time were able to do ns much work 
as a number of the young ones. 
Tho writer has been trying for the 
last few years to breed Hlnnles, but so 
far have failed to make a success of It. 
I have had a stallion running with the 
Jennies ever since he was eight months 
old, nnd though his actions 
go to show 
thnt he has served 
them, there have 
been 
no results. 
Have 
any 
of 
you 
present ever tried this?

C. Munro presented a paper on 
Devons on Dry Ranches, 
ns follows;

In 
considering 
the 
most 
suitable 
breeds of .cattle 
to use to Improve nnd 
keen un the quality of the island herds 
where 
beef production 
Is the principal 
nlm. nnd tnkln? Into consideration 
the 
peculiar 
cordltlons existing on many 
of tho 
ranches, 
periodical 
scarcity of 
feed, 
occasional 
protracted 
droughts, 
long distance to wnter. driving on very 
hot nndi dusty roads, 
or rough 
rocky 
trails, and shipping 
oft the coast under 
very awkward 
nnd 
dangerous 
condl 
tlons, 
it seems 
to me 
that 
there 
Is 
more 
In favor of or less objection 
to 


the Devon herd thnn any other class of 
cattle. 
The characteristics 
of! 
the 
Devons, 
quoting 
from "Breeds 
of dairy cattle," 
Farmer's 
bulletin 
No. 
106, 
"compact- 
ness and general beauty, hardiness, 
ac- 
tivity, 
Intelligence, 
docility, 
aptitude 
to .fatten, and quality of milk" are all 
desirable 
points 
to meet the conditions 
here,, and being only a medium 
size is 
nn 
advantage, 
considering 
that 
they 
are heavy weighers 
forlthelr 
size, and 
It Is quite 
likely 
that) 
on 
the 
dry 
ranches as much weight will be attain- 
ed by Devon grades as by the grade of 
heavier breeds. 
'As beef animals ,the Devons have no 
superiors, 
unless In size, the, steers 
be- 
ing profitable 
nllke to the grazier and 
the butcher, to the former in the gooi 
use mada of the feed consumed and to 
the lntter in 'the amount and quality 
of the beef on the carcass. 
As milkers 
they 
do 
not hold 
first 
place, but they rear their calves 
ex- 
ceptionally 
well, and op many ranches 
would probably 
be 
aSj profitable 
milk- 
ers as other breeds; 
some fair milking 
records 
hnvo been mnde 
by Devons. 
As working cattle the steers are first 
clnss, getting 
over the ground 
more 
quickly than others, 
and 
In 
Devon- 
shire 
were 
considered 
equal 
to horses 
for plowing. 
The Devon bulls are very active nnd 
nggresslve 
nnd 
If other bulls are on 
the same pasture the Devons will leave 
the majority of calves, 
their strength 
nnd sagacity fitting them to vanquish 
much larger rivals. 
Their best points 
are also 
readily transmitted 
to their 
offspring. 
In 
my 
personal 
experience 
I have found that under favorable 
con- 
ditions 
In New Zealand 
the Devons do 
not compare 
with' the Durham 
Short- 
horn- as a general 
purpose animal, 
be- 
ing Inferior 
In milk supply and In fur- 
nishing the largest class of store steers 
that nre 
In demand 
there. 
On the Makawell ranch, where a fine 
class 
of Shorthorn grade 
cows 
were 
kept some years ngo, a change having 
been made from Devons orlglnnlly 
car- 
ried 
there, 
the Shorthorns 
were 
too 
delicate for the ranch, and It was found 
desirable 
to go 
back 
to 
the 
Devons. 
The steers from the Devon bulls 
used 
In this change 
were splendid 
animals, 
with 
good points 
of both 
breeds 
nnd 
the rustling quality of the Devons, the 
ranch 
having good beef cattle durlnr 
a seYles 
of dry years. 
The Makawell 
changes 
were exactly the 
opposite 
of 
my early experience 
In 
New 
Zealand 
and are nn 
example 
of difference 
in 
conditions 
giving 
different 
results, not 
that the Devons did not do well there, 
but the Shorthorns were 
more 
profit- 
able, 
the opposite 
being 
the case at 
Mnkawell. 
The gride 
steers from 
nn 
Importa- 
tion 
of Devon 
bulls 
to 
the Molokal 
Ranch a few yenrs ngo, nnd bred with 
a fair lot of cows of various strains, 
nre Just coming 
Into the mnrket and 
they nre well marked 
amongst 
the 
other stock, their bodies being very full 
nnd 
rounded 
before 
the 
purse 
fills, 
whilst other grades with a full purse, 
denoting 
prime 
condition 
show 
consid- 
erable slackness 
In the beef points. 
A 
few of the Devons sold last year gave 
weights 
up to that of older nnd larger 
nnlmals of other breeds; 
of course some 
nllownnce 
must be made 
for the fact 
that the Devons were nearer the pure 
blood than the others. 
The Devon grades keep In better con- 
dition during the dry spason nnd pick 
up quicker when the feed Improves than 
most other strains. 
Other 
ranches 
have, 
I believe, 
used 
the 
Devon 
cattle 
In 
Improving 
their 
herds 
with 
favorable results.

REPORT ON PAMAKANI. 


Makawao, 
Maul, II. 
I., 
2 Nov., 
1903. 
A. F. Judd, Esq., Secretary Hawai- 
ian Live Stock 
Breeders' 
Association. 
Sir: In compliance 
with your request 
to write what I know about PamakanI 
for the meeting 
of the above 
Asso- 
ciation 
to bo held in IIIlo this month, 
I append herewith a brief nccount 
of 
my observations 
In connection 
with 
this weed. 
My nttentlon 
was 
first 
drawn 
to 
Pnmakanl about 
1SS5 or 
'SG at 
It must have been growing 
there right 
along, 
but 
It 
was 
only 
when 
it began 
to spread 
over 
tho 
mauka land that It first attracted Itself 
to me. 
It was then growing 
at 
an 
altitude of approximately 
3,500 
feet on 
the side of a steep hill, the soil being 
composed 
principally, 
of cinders 
with 
a loamy top soli; prior to the advent 
of the PamnkanI 
PIplwat 
nnd It grew 
there quite profusely, 
this 
wns very 
soon obliterated by the Pnmakanl 
nnd 
from that time I noticed a steady 
In- 
crease, 
slowly nt first, but ns It 
be- 
gan to spread nnd attain a larger area 
from 
which 
to draw Its seed supply, 
more rapidly; 
growing both mauka and 
maknl 
till 
now 
It can 
be 
found 
ns 
low as 2,000 
feet,' and ns high ns 6,000. 
The elevation 
It does best at is from 
four 
to five thousand feet. 
In 1899 It had reached 
Makawno, nnd 
Kaupo 
In 
1900; 
a distance 
of about 
twenty miles 
In cither direction. 
To give nn Illustration of the 
rnpld-it- y 
with 
which 
It 
enn spread 
Itself 
when 
It reaches a locality 
which 
Is 
suitable 
to 
Its 
growth, 
I may tell 
you that In February, 
1901, 1 went from 
Kaupo to Makavfao through the crater 
of Haleakala, at an elevation 
of about 
4,500 feet nnd 
I noticed a few scatter- 
ing plants of Pamaknnl; when I made 
tho same trip In May of this year lnnds 
to 
the extent of about 
five hundred 
acres were so completely 
covered with 
It, that It Is Impossible for either man 
or beast 
to get through. 
The conditions 
In that 
locality 
nre, 
frequent 
light rains, nnd a soil 
com- 
posed of loam .nnd gravel. 
I have so far seen no PamnkanI 
on 
the northern side of Maul from 
Knjupo 
to 
Mnkawao. 
It may of course 
be 
there, but It doesn't 
seem to be known 
as a pest 
In that part of this Island. 
Pamaknnl will, however, 
grow 
In the 
parts 
of Mnul where the 
trade-win- d 
rains occur, as I have seen n patch 
of It in the woods near Kalllll growing

PamakanI Is I understand" referred to 
In Hlllebrand's Flora 
of Hawaii as 
"Sertcclo," and 
also 
"Phupllanthcs," 
there 
being 
evidently two 
plants 
of 
that name. 
This 
shows 
that PamakanI 
must 
have 
grown on the Islands for a long 
period, 
and 
the 
only 
reason 
I can 
deduce 
for Its not having spread 
be- 
fore 
1S85 and 'S6, Is that probably prior 
to that date there may have been some 
insect or blight that kept it In check, 
which Insect or blight must about that 
time 
have 
disappeared. 
The 
Maul Black Blight kills 
PamakanI, 
but very 
slowly; 
also 
I 
have noticed 
this year for the first 
time, the ollnda 
beetle 
In certain 
lo- 
calities hns stripped It perfectly clear 
of leaves; 
but as 'It comes up again 
from the roots I cannot hold out much 
hope from that source, for any material 
help towards 
Its extermination. 
' 
PamakanI Is perennial; .grows 
in a 
bunch of stems starting 
direct from 
the roots, color of stems nenrly claret, 
has a dark green diamond shaped 
leaf, 
and a cluster of wlilte 
flowers at the 
extreme end of each stem. 
The seed 
Is very minute, 
nnd 
light, 
therefore 
easily carried by the wind. 
The plant 
grows 
In very' favorable 
localities 
to 
a height of six and seven 
feet, but 
usually about three or four 
Is what 
Is found. 
It 
Is not' a hard plant to 
dig out having when young very shal- 
low roots; pud I hnve no difficulty 
In 
keeping 
It out of my lands In 
Maka- 
wao; 
It Is only when It becomes 
thor- 
oughly established 
that It Is hard and 
expensive 
.to eradicate. 
Trusting vthnt the foregoing 
will be 
of some little urtria ypu, I nm, sir,
